follows: 

I. STATEMENT OF THE CASE 
The Plaintiff was a Metro Police Officer until his termination from WMATA. Plaintiff has 
filed claims to include Title VII and 42 U.S.C. §1981. However, Plaintiff would now like to amend 
his complaint a second time to add a claim for retaliation, which was filed administratively with the 
U.S. EEOC. Additionally, Plaintiff would like to remove any claim in violation of 42 U.S.C. §1981. 
Accordingly, Plaintiff now seeks leave of this Court for an amendment that prevents prejudice to his 
case in chief. Moreover, because the parties are in discovery and Plaintiff is currently scheduled to be 
deposed next week, Defendant will not be prejudiced in the event this Court grants his motion. 
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II. LEGAL STANDARD 

Rule 15(a) of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure provides that when a party seeks leave to 
amend a complaint "leave shall be freely given when justice so requires." Fed. R. Civ. Pro. 15(a).

Complaint should be Granted.
